A Soudan “ doctor’s’’ medicine flask of 3 containers 
in one, a ditto single flask of leather and cowrie shell 
“cash,’’ and an Egyptian harem mirror with cover 


Nubian woman’s apron of leather strips, ornamented with 
beads and shell “ cash,”’ a fine specimen; a curious 
scented necklace of doves, and a necklet of green beads 
and charm coins 
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Three Soudan charm chains, with beads and charm coins, 
for suspension round the necks of donkeys ; a charm 
pendant, worn under a donkey’s chin, and a string of 
cowrie “‘ cash,’’ the value of a goat 

Nubian Coptic rosary of fine red bone beads, and 6 ditto 
necklets, all different 

A fine and unusually small Abyssinian rhino. hide shield 
of great thickness, a ditto neck rest, a ditto skeleton hat, | 
and a leather pendant 

A Nubian dagger with fetish figure handle and chain mie 

' sheath, and an ancient Zulu chief’s head ornament of 
ant-bear bristles (Aardvark), both very rare 

A fine mosque hanging with inscription, obtained in the 
Soudan by Gen. Gordon 

A good example of Patagonian bolas for catching cattle, 
an obsolete type with stone balls, encased in raw hide 


An iwmportant and very rare Hindu brass temple altar 


plaque of a Sivaic devotee, with the sacred lotus, and 
2 attendants, surrounded with long Sanskrit inscription 

An ancient parchment Terrier of lands and occupiers in 
Meads, Lamport, etc., Northampton; a Charter of 
A.D. 1448, and 4 others
